Council to consider 400-home extension to Bretch Hill estate 


DEVELOPER IN 


HONES OFFER 


PLANS have been submitted for a 
major extension to Banbury's Bretch 
Hill estate. 

Bloor Homes has asked if it can build up 
to 400 homes, with another 60 sheltered or 
"extra care" homes and a "small scale" 
employment space. 

The land had been earmarked in Cherwell 
District Council's "local plan" as one of five 
sites where new estates could go over the 
coming two decades. 

The plan will be welcomed by council 
bosses as a positive step by developers, 
which have been hit hard by the recession. 

A lack of interest by developers has led to 
firms arguing for homes on rural sites not 
backed by the council, to the anger of

residents. For example, work has yet to start 
on 1,070 homes approved for the 
"Bankside" estate off Oxford Road. 

But Bloor strategic planning director Steve 
MacPherson said his firm would be "very 
keen" to start building on the Bretch Hill site 
by mid-2014 - for homes to go on sale later 
that year. 

He said: "Over the last three to four years 
we haven't stopped building houses. 

"Delivery is an important aspect for the 
local authority and it is also an important 
aspect for us." 

The Bloor Homes plan - involving the far 
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western side of Banbury, off Edinburgh Way 
- are only in the outline stage and finer 
details would need further council approval. 

It pledges 30 per cent of the homes 
would be affordable, which would offer cut- 
price rents through a housing association. 

The estate would be a mixture of terrace, 
semi-detached and detached properties. 

Starter business units and training 
facilities would go at the south east of the 
site. 

Access would be from Bretch Hill and 
Edinburgh Way and through a three-way 
roundabout on Stratford Road. 

Sean Woodcock, Labour council group 
leader and councillor for the area, said the 
party was "cautiously supportive" after 
meeting Bloor to raise residents' concerns 
about extra traffic and street parking. 

He said: "They have been very 
convincing and accommodating. They have 
taken on board a lot of what we have had to 


say. 


The top of the site would be opposite 
North Oxfordshire Academy, formerly 
Drayton School. 

Headteacher Sara Billins said the plan - 
along with another planned estate off 
Warwick Road - did "not necessarily" mean 
the school would have to expand, though 
more primary places would be needed. 

She said: "We see it as an opportunity 
rather than a threat in terms of the potential 
it offers to develop the site, particularly 
around our sports facilities."

FIELDS north of 
Hardwick, in Banbury, 
will be allocated for 
another 100 new homes 
as part of a revised 
council planning policy 
document - to concern 
from some residents. 

The land, north of Hanwell 
Fields between Warwick 
Road and Dukes Meadow 
Drive, will be earmarked for 
500, instead of 400, homes. 

The change is in Cherwell 
District Council's latest 
consultation on its draft 
"Local Plan", which lays out 
where it will allow major 
development through until 
2031. 

The Hanwell Fields homes 
would help offset a cut from 
800 to 600 new homes on 
land either side of Southam 
Road. 

This change was in 
response to "development 
challenges" of land west of 
Southam Road, which will 
now take no more than 90 
homes. 

And a long-mooted plan 
for 1,050 homes at 
Canalside, south of the train 
station, has been cut to 950. 

Hanwell Fields 
Development Action Group 
chairman Malcolm Finch 
said the increase was 
"disgraceful".

He said: "We don't believe 
Hanwell Fields or Southam 
Road should be on the Local 
Plan - for the simple reason 
neither of them are what you 
would term sustainable. 

"They are so disconnected 
from everything else." 

Developer plans for up to 
1,000 homes south of the 
Salt Way path, off Oxford 
Road to the south of 
Banbury, are more suitable, 
he said. 

Persimmon Homes applied 
for planning permission in 
December for 350 homes at 
Hanwell Fields, though the 
council has yet to make a 
decision. 

Amber Developments has 
also consulted residents on 
plans for 1 60 homes on the 
site. 

Other changes in the 
consultation document 
include the addition of 
homes to a redevelopment of 
Banbury's Bolton Road area. 

This would include a 
shopping development on 
the site of Gala Bingo and 
the multi-storey car park, 
which would be replaced. 

The various updates mean 
the Local Plan will not be 
approved by the council and 
sent to the Government for 


final approval until May 15 
at the earliest. 

Council planning chief 
Michael Gibbard said this 
was six months later than 
first planned. 

The lack of a Local Plan 
has led to developers 
pressing for housing to be 
built on sites not favoured by 
the council. 

Conservative Mr Gibbard 
said: "That has always been a 
concern, there has been that 
risk." 

The re-writing of national 
planning rules by ministers 
had delayed the plan, he 
said. 

But he said the final Local 
Plan "would signal the end 
of speculative development". 

• Berkeley Homes has re¬ 
applied to the council to 
build 65 homes south of 
Milton Road, Adderbury. 

Councillors threw out a 
similar scheme last year and 
this was upheld on appeal at 
the Planning Inspectorate. 

The firm said the new 
scheme had a revised layout, 
with more courtyards and a 
smaller footprint.

Jobless queues 
buck the trend 

OXFORDSHIRE dole queues are lengthening 
again, bucking the national trend. 

For the third month in a row, the number 
of people claiming jobseeker's allowance has 
risen in the county. 

Figures from the Office for National 
Statistics show 7,225 people claimed 
jobseeker's allowance in February, a rise of 
383 on the previous month. 

Nationally, the claimant count dropped by 
1,500 to 1.54m. 

Experts are struggling to explain the 
continuing rise in claimants, but the new 
figures show the county's biggest employer, 
Oxfordshire County Council, has seen its 
headcount drop from 20,564 to 20,31 7 in the 
last year. 

Small numbers of job losses have also 
been made in the retail sector, with the 
closure of Jessops camera stores and 
Blockbuster video outlets - but the private 
sector has not witnessed major cuts in the 
last few months. 

The figures also show that there are 1,931 
fewer claimants than last year.

A NEW era for the NHS in 
Oxfordshire began this 
week. 

A GP-led organisation has 
taken over the reins of running 
the county's health service from 
the Primary Care Trust. 

The newly-created 
Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group will be 
buying in most hospital and 
community health services for 
local people. 

But its first big challenge is 
that it needs to find savings of 
£25.6m in its first year to meet 
its budget of £650m. 

OCCG bosses say they hope 
to save some of the cash by 
reducing the number of patients 
being sent to hospitals. To do 
this, they plan to stop 
"inappropriate" GP referrals to 
hospitals and improve doctors' 
knowledge of alternative ways of 
treating patients. 

But they have also promised 
care will become more patient- 
centred, with those making the 
decisions still working on the 
frontline. 

The new clinical 
commissioning group was 
created by the Government to 
move away from the manager- 
led commissioning of PCTs and 
bring clinicians, including GPs, 
into the process. 

The groups will commission 
non-emergency operations, 
treatment for common cancers, 
district nursing, and ambulance, 
A&E, maternity, mental health 
and community services. 

But the changes have proved 
controversial, with some 


labelling them "privatisation 
through the back door". Others 
are concerned about GPs having 
conflicts of interest. 

OCCG chief clinical officer 
Dr Stephen Richards said the 
biggest challenge would be 
managing budgets while at the 
same time maintaining patient 
safety and healthcare quality. 

This was because, compared 
with the rest of England, 
Oxfordshire was the third or 
fourth lowest-funded group - as 
it was seen as relatively healthy 
and affluent. 

But he vowed front-line 
services would not be cut. 

He said: "There will be 
radical solutions. We need to 
use resources in community 
hospitals better. We also need to 
find ways of moving care closer 
to people. 

"We will be working across 
health and social care to 
increase care in patients' homes. 

"We are looking to reverse the 
trend of increased urgent 
admission to the Horton and 
John Radcliffe hospitals." 

Efforts would be made to slash 
the number of "unnecessary" 
outpatient follow-up 
appointments, he said, while a 
new computer system would 
ensure better links between GPs, 
consultants and commissioners. 

The new organisation also 
faces the additional challenge of 
operating with a staff of 95, 
compared with 223 people who 
had been employed by 
Oxfordshire PCT. 

Clinical board members, 
including Dr Richards himself, 
will still work at their GP 
practices. 

Dr Richards, who works one 



day a week at his Woodcote 
practice, said: "I am not over¬ 
stretched. It is doable. 

"It is extremely valuable, both 
to maintain contact with patients 
and to understand the 
challenges facing GP colleagues 
and their teams." 

Dr Richards said the timescale 
of the changes, set by the 


Government, had been 
"extremely tight" but said the 
group was in a good position. 

The Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group is the 
fourth largest in the country and 
one of the first to be launched. 

Patient Voice chairman 
Jacquie Pearce-Gervis said: "I 
think patients are confused. They 


would like to know what 
difference this will make. 

"People are hoping it will 
mean a greater say in their care 
and where they can get it." 

Kelvin Aubrey, of health 
workers' union Unison, said: 
"The pressure on CCGs to 
privatise services to save money 
will be intense."

is 2.3C colder than the average 5.8C normally 
expected and the coldest recorded since 1962. 

By contrast, the average temperature for March, 
2012, was 8.3C - which was in the top ten warmest 
since their records began in 1 767. The highest 
temperature recorded by the Met Office in March, 
2012, was 21.3C on March 28. 

Postgraduate Ian Ashpole, 26, who is 
studying dust storms in the Saharan Desert, 
takes the measurements for the Radcliffe 
Meteorological Station. 

The meteorological observer said: "What I 
find most interesting is that it has been 
incredibly cold." 

In March, 2012, an average temperature 
of 8.1 C was recorded for Oxfordshire, with 
the average maximum temperature reaching 
13.3C and the lowest average temperature 
2.8C. 

But this year, temperatures from a Met 
Office observation site in Benson show that 
between Monday, March 18, and Monday, 
March 25, the highest temperature recorded 
was 8.9C and the lowest -4.2C. 

Met Office forecaster Helen Roberts said: 
"It looks as though there will be no real let¬ 
up in the cold weather for the foreseeable 
future. 

"Snow is unlikely, but there could be the 
odd snow flurry, just a few flakes blowing 
through." 

The Radcliffe Meteorological Station 
recorded 77.4mm of rainfall this March — 
resulting in higher river levels and a series of 
flood alerts being issued by the Environment 
Agency. 

Only 24.3mm was recorded in March 
2012 - about 70 per cent less than this year.

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■ Students hope to have built electric winner 


Sparks to fly at 
US Grand Prix

ENGINEERING student Sean 
Oliver, from Banbury, aims to 
defend the University of 
Warwick Championship title at 
this year's Electric Vehicle 
Grand Prix in the United States. 

As part of a team of eight, the 
students have designed and built an 
electric-powered kart, reducing its 
weight by 20 per cent over last 
year's winning vehicle and so 
making it faster on the track. 

The competition consists of two 
races, the first on the Purdue track 
on April 27, and the second at the 
Indy Motor Sports circuit on May 
12 . 

The team will not only be 
assessed on the performance of the 
kart in the race, but also what they 
have done to educate their 
community about electrical 
engineering. 

The racing team have also been 
involved with the Imagineering Fair 
and Nissan Formula Student event, 


where they have showcased their 
electric-powered racer to the public. 

Chief engineer Sean Oliver said: 
"I'm expecting us to do really well. 
Last year's vehicle was highly 
competitive but we've focused on all 
of its weak points and improved on 
them. 

"The major issue last year was 
reliability, which we believe we've 
now fixed. Hopefully we should be 
topping the results this year. 

"The biggest challenge we will 
face is the Americans' now realise 
what we're capable of and will be 
better prepared. Additionally they 
saw how last year's winning 
Warwick EVGP kart worked and will 
be copying our ideas. To overcome 
this we hope this year's innovations 
are better than the Americans'." 

As well as defending their EVGP 
championship title, the team plan to 
launch a UK-based EVGP 
competition with the race being 
held at the Sustainable Moto Expo 
2013 from September 28 to 29.

"The team has spent significant 
time in our vehicle energy facility 
optimising and matching each of the 
battery cells to increase 
performance. Furthermore, they 
have developed a new motor control 
strategy which will enhance power 
output whilst using less energy. 

"On the chassis, weight savings 
have been found from use of 
titanium and magnesium alloys as 
well as advanced composite 
materials. We are looking forward to 
this year's competition and are 
hoping to perform as well as last 
year."

THE number of house sparrows in your garden has fallen by a 
fifth over the past year, new figures show. 

The RSPB's Big Garden Birdwatch survey in January also indicated 
the number of blue tits, starlings, chaffinches, goldfinches, great tits 
and robins in Oxfordshire have also decreased in the past 12 months. 

For the survey, 10,015 people in Oxfordshire spent an hour in their 
gardens counting the birds. 

Spotters were asked to look out for the commonest garden visitors, 
and count the maximum number of each species at any one time, to 
avoid counting the same bird twice. 

Results show that the average number of house sparrows in 
Oxfordshire gardens fell from 4.1 last year to 3.2 this year. 

The numbers of six other species also declined, while the number of 
blackbirds sighted increased from 2.3 to 2.7, and numbers of 
woodpigeons stayed the same. 

RSPB Oxfordshire spokesman Fen Gerry said one of the reasons for 
the decline could be the loss of natural habitats. But Dr Graham 
Lenton, who has a PhD in ornithology and who counted birds in his 
garden in Ducklington, thought it might have been Britain's appalling 
summer. 

He said: "This is obviously disappointing. 

"You have to remember that the summer before was disastrous in 
terms of breeding conditions because of the weather, so these results 
may be a reflection of that. 

"Interestingly the weekend of the survey 
was very cold. We certainly did not have as 
many in our garden as we normally have." 

The cold weather on the weekend of 
January 26, when the survey was carried out, 
may actually mask the true decline in the 
overall population of these species. 

Ms Gerry said that more birds would have 
been driven into gardens in the hunt for food 
by that cold weather. 

Talking about the population falls, Ms 
Gerry said: "Arable farming now is so much 
more industrialised, but that is Just one factor 
of many. Climate change is another reason." 

The Oxfordshire figures were in line with 
national data gathered from 590,000 people 
across the UK, showing a 1 7.4 per cent 
decline in house sparrows, a 15.9 per cent 
drop in starlings and 10.1 per cent fewer 
goldfinches. 

RSPB conservation director Martin Harper 
said: "Several of our familiar and best-loved 
species have been declining at alarming rates 
over the 34 years that the RSPB has been 
running the birdwatch. This year's results 
show a continuing decline. 

"Gardens make up around four per cent of 
land area in the UK and their role as habitats 
for our wildlife is clear. 

"They are the places that birds come to for 
food and shelter when conditions in the 
countryside are especially tough. Together, 
we can all play a part in making them more 
welcoming and supportive for wildlife, 
whether we have a garden full of greenery, a 
yard or a window box."

FIONA Molnar came fourth in 
last year's Pink Ribbonwalk in a 
time of four hours and 40 
minutes. 

Now the mother-of-two from 
Bodicote is wondering if she can top 
that in this year's event. 

Mrs Molnar, 54, will be among 
hundreds of people taking part in 
the Ribbonwalk at Blenheim Palace, 
Woodstock, on Saturday, May 11. 

Walkers tackle a ten- or 20-mile 
route through the picturesque 
grounds, raising sponsorship for 
Breast Cancer Care's support of 
breast cancer patients as they go. 

Mrs Molnar said: "When I came 
in fourth last year and then found 
out the time I had taken I was pretty 
amazed and pleased too. 

"I've signed up for this year's

POLICE bosses pledged the 
public would see no cut in 
dealing with officers, 
despite a plan to save 
£839,000 by axing and 
replacing several offices and 
bases in Oxfordshire. 

Thames Valley Police believes 
it can make the huge savings as 
part of an asset overhaul. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Francis Habgood said front 
counter services would not be 
reduced and no staffing would 
be affected. 

Kidlington Police Station is to 
close and merge with the force 
headquarters in Oxford Road to 
save £26,300 per year. Seven 
satellite offices are also to shut 
and move to the headquarters, 
saving £500,000. 

Mr Habgood said: "We have 
to look at several things, how 
cost effective, how efficient, 
how fit for purpose is it? 

"No public access points are 
being cut as part of the work. 

"Where a station is being 


closed then it is always being 
replaced with a building with 
similar access. The only closures 
are a few neighbourhood offices 
which are not public access but 
touchdown places. 

"With the future investment 
we are trying to create a 
situation through new 
technology where the office is in 
the community rather than in 
the station." 

Mr Habgood defended the 




£3.7m Thames Valley Police 
spent on its new Kidlington HQ, 
saying the old buildings were in 
a poor state of repair and 
required considerable sums just 
to keep them functional. 

He added: "There are a whole 
list of units that will be based 
here - including the chief officer 
team who have already moved 
to an open plan office to save 
space." 

Thames Valley Police and 

Crime Commissioner 
Anthony Stansfeld 
said "buildings do 
not catch crooks". 

He said: "The 
police service has 
made quite 
considerable cuts 
over the last three 
years and policing is 
changing. 

"Many of the 
buildings are on 
leases that are 
running out and it 
will be more cost 
effective to use the 
money elsewhere, 
putting officers on 
the streets."

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New 'green' 


website to 


boost bids 


for funding

COMMUNITY groups will be able to work out their impact on the environment, 
thanks to a unique new website launched in Oxfordshire. 

Groups can upload the details of their events, transport and recycling initiatives to see 
exactly how green they really are. 

For example, volunteers can input details from an event like a swap shop, to calculate 
the weight of waste saved from landfill. 

The website, launched by Community Action Groups, is thought to be the first of its 
kind in the UK. 


Groups can also record the number 
of people attending events, their carbon 
footprint from each event and cost 
savings to members of the public, 
before sharing the information with 
each other. 

By collecting the data, it is hoped 
groups can not only improve the impact 
of their actions, but also boost their 
chances when applying for funding. 

CAG's Peter Lefort said: "This is a 
unique undertaking which could 
potentially change the face of 
community action, as it attempts to 
measure what has previously been 
unmeasurable. 

"This is happening in Oxfordshire and 
nowhere else because of the unique 
network of environmental community 
groups here." 

One group already taking advantage 
of the new site is Sustainable Wantage. 

They used the website to calculate 
that it saved more than a tonne of waste 
from landfill at two swap shops earlier 
this year. 

Group chairman Mim Norvell said: "I 
think this is a useful tool. It means you 
can tangibly justify your actions when 
seeking funding, although it is obviously 
hard to capture the ripple effect of these 
events which is equally important. 

"I am definitely warming to it - I was 
dubious at first but when there is 
funding involved you need to be able to 
see what you have actually done. 

"Now I am completely behind it." 

CAG Oxfordshire has an annual 
budget of around £90,000 from 
Oxfordshire County Council, and gives 
each of its 45 registered groups an 
annual stipend of £200, as well as 
awarding grants for individual projects. 

But CAG also helps groups to apply 
for funding from other bodies, such as 
the Trust for Oxfordshire's Environment -

TOE2 administrator Fiona Danks said: "This is a brilliant idea.

I f at first you don't succeed, churn 
out a sequel. The original G.l. Joe 
film, subtitled The Rise Of Cobra, 
opened at the peak of the 2009 
summer blockbuster season to a 
blitzkrieg of largely negative 
reviews. 

Aimed predominantly at teenage 
boys with limited attention spans, 
the all-guns-blazing romp based on 
the popular line of military action 
figures stormed past $300m in 
worldwide box office takings. 

Money talks louder than a flimsy 
script, weak characterisation and 
clumsy digital effects, so director 
Jon M Chu ( Step Up 3D) locks and 
loads for this bigger-budget sequel, 
which raises the action ante with 
eye-popping set pieces and bruising 
showdowns. 

G.l. Joe: Retaliation is slicker and 
more entertaining than its 
predecessor, although the bar 
wasn't set particularly high. 

Screenwriters Rhett Reese and 
Paul Wernick sensibly kill off 
swathes of their cast in the 
explosive opening sequence in 
order to focus attention on a 
handful of undernourished 
characters. 

Once the dust settles, we learn 
that arch-villain Cobra Commander 


(Luke Bracey) is in stasis in a 
subterranean prison, while his 
henchman Zartan (Arnold Vosloo) 
is installed in the White House, 
impersonating the President of 
the United States (Jonathan 
Pryce). 

Zartan frames the G.l. Joes as 
traitors to the American cause and 
wipes out most of the brave men 
and women in order to clear the 
way for the rise of the Cobra 
terrorist network. 

Roadblock (Dwayne Johnson), 
Flint (DJ Cotrona) and Lady Jaye 
(Adrianne Palicki) survive the 
bloodbath and quickly realise that 
the order to terminate must have 
come from the upper echelons of 
power. 

"There's only one man who could 
authorise an attack like that," growls 
Roadblock, "and I voted for him." 

So the Joes march back to 
American soil and seek help from 
legendary retired operative General 
Joseph Colton (Bruce Willis). 

Meanwhile, evil agent Firefly 
(Ray Stevenson) masterminds the 
Cobra Commander's escape and 
mute swordsman Snake Eyes (Ray 
Park) and ninja Jinx (ElodieYung) 
travel to the Himalayas to capture 
heinous henchman Storm Shadow 
(Lee Byung-hun). 

G.l. Joe: Retaliation is 
preoccupied with spectacle over 
substance, but does deliver a few 
pulse-racing thrills and spills that 
make good use of the 3D. 

The cliff-hanging Himalayas 
sword fight incorporates vertiginous 
shots of bodies tumbling to terra 
firma, and when Firefly unleashes a

YOU can always rely on Spanish 
car maker SEAT to put a smile on 
your face, even with the smallest, 
soberest city car. 

The SEAT Mii (pronounced me) 
lines up alongside its sister 
vehicles, the Volkswagen up! and 
Skoda Citigo, but while they are 
being marketed as super-sensible 
four-seaters, the SEAT version has 
put its glad rags on. Within weeks 
of the SEAT Mii going on sale in the 
UK, the striking Vibora Negra — 
which means black viper in Spanish 
— was unveiled. Adding about 
£1,700 to the price of the Mii, the 
styling pack transforms a smart little 
car into a visually aggressive 
hatchback. Individual items are 
available to buy from dealers, so 
owners can pick and mix which 
elements of the pack that they want 
to buy. From twin stripes, 15-inch 
black alloy wheels and tailgate 
spoiler, to side skirts and mirror 
caps, it certainly catches the eye. 

Just as eye-catching though is the 
cost of owning the car, which is 
powered by a low-emission, 1.0- 
litre, three-cylinder petrol engine, 
with a choice of 60 or 75 bhp 
outputs. With space for four adults 
and a decent boot, the car is nippy, 
lightweight and easy to manoeuvre 
around town, while still having 
sufficient beef to easily cope with 


long-distance motorway travel. 

Build quality is superb and that 
translates into a comfortable, rattle- 
free ride. While it is the least 
expensive model in the SEAT range, 
the car has plenty of technology on 
board. Most prominent is the so- 
called SEAT Portable System, a 
smartphone-sized, removable 
device with a five-inch touchscreen 
that clips on to a dashboard- 
mounted holder. It combines 
satellite-navigation, Bluetooth 
phone connectivity, an on-board 
computer and audio playback via 
SD card. Again, despite its size, the 
Mii has big-car safety features, 
ranging from anti-lock brakes and 
four airbags as standard across the 
range. But most impressive is the 
availability, for £200, of the City 
Safety Assist system, which 
automatically applies the brakes in 
the event of a potential frontal 
collision. The system works at

19mph or below by using a laser 
mounted behind the rear view 
mirror. If an imminent collision is 
detected, the system primes the 
brakes and if the driver makes no 
effort to slow the car, it applies 
them — hard. I have tried the 
system in the sister VW up! and it 
works. It should be fitted as 
standard. 

The Mii range begins at £7,845, 
meaning a Vibora Negra can be put 
on the road for under £9,500. And 
with a three-year warranty, two- 
year roadside assistance package, 
there are a few more reasons to 
make you grin. 


Breakdownservkescene 


Matchbox 'magic box' will aid repairs 


A NATIONAL breakdown service is 
launching a new "magic box" 
which will relay crucial 
information from members' 
cars to mobile mechanics 
before they even reach stricken 
vehicles. 

The RAC says its RAC Advance 
early warning system can also 
act as an instant alert if the car 
is involved in a serious 
accident. The box, which is the 
size of a matchbox and will be 
available to all RAC members 
during this year, will remotely 
communicate with the firm's 
base to provide diagnostic 
information which could 
potentially identify certain 
vehicle faults before the 
mechanic arrives at the scene. 


It also gives crews an accurate 
location for the stranded 
motorist, acts as a record of 
incidents and can provide 
drivers with data to help their 
driving efficiency and keep 
down running costs, the RAC 
said. 

The breakdown service said its 
1,700 patrol vehicles have 
already been fitted with the 
device and more than 35,000 
fleet vehicles in the UK are 
already using the technology. 

The firm said the box could be 
accessed via an app on the 
driver's phone. 

RAC technical director David 

Bizley said: "Offering peace of 
mind in a box, RAC Advance 
will revolutionise how we deal 


with our members. We know 
that some breakdowns can be 
avoided with a pre-emptive 
warning and intervention and 
this will significantly advance 
how we are able to deal with 
an actual breakdown or 
accident, reassuring members 
that they are in safe hands." 

Meanwhile, Ford's Focus ST hot 
hatchback has become the 
best-selling car in its class, 
according to research. It cites 
research by automotive data 
analysis firm Polk, which says 
the 1,984 sales between 
October and December last 
year gave it 44% of the 
market, ahead of the Golf GTi 
on 33% and the Renaultsport 
Megane on 12%.
